On December 2, 2015, Cannonsburg Water District (“Cannonsburg”) applied for
approval to adjust its rates, pursuant to the purchased water adjustment procedure,’ to
recover an increase in its cost of water purchased from the city of Ashland (“Ashland”).
Thereafter, on January 4, 2016, Cannonsburg tendered a letter to the Commission?
requesting to withdraw its rate adjustment due to Ashland having notified the
Commission, on December 10, 2015, that the proposed increase in the rate for water
sold to Cannonsburg was being withdrawn.®

Having considered Cannonsburg’s request and being duly advised, the
Commission finds that Cannonsburg’s request to withdraw its application should be
granted.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Cannonsburg's request to withdraw its application is granted.
2. This case is closed and removed from the Commission's docket without
prejudice.
